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Introduction: 

The  final  Clark  Grazing  Impact  Statement  (ES)  was  completed  9/24/82. 
The  Step  Three  Management  Framework  Plan  (MFP)  decisions  were  approved 
9/16/83. 

The  Clark  RPS.  as  well  as  the  MFP  and  ES  covers  two  planning  units  -  the 
Virgin  Valley,  and  the  Stateline,  both  in  Clark  County,  Nevada, 
encompassing  3,610,769  acres  of  public  lands. 

The  Clark  ES  analyzed  a  proposed  rangeland  program,  along  with  several 
alternatives,  for  livestock  grazing,  wildlife  habitat  resources,  and 
wildhorse  and  burro  grazing  in  the  Las  Vegas  Districts,  Stateline 
Resource  Area. 

The  Proposed  Alternative  is  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management's  Preferred 
Alternative.   The  Proposed  Alternative  provides  the  opportunities  for 
overall  improvements  in  conditions  of  natural  resources  within  the 
multiple-use  context.   Through  this  alternative  the  vegetative  resource 
would  be  improved  through  the  regulation  of  the  grazing  use  permitted  by 
domestic  livestock.   There  would  be  sufficient  habitat  improvement  so  as 
to  allow  bighorn  sheep  populations  to  achieve  the  level  of  reasonable 
numbers.   There  would  be  sufficient  spring  forage  made  available  for  the 
desert  tortoise  that  stress  periods  can  be  overcome.   This  in  turn 
should  improve  the  viability  and  the  vitality  of  the  desert  tortoise 
populations. 

This  Rangeland  Program  Summary  (RPS)  is  to  inform  interested  persons 
about  the  implementation  of  the  Rangeland  Management  Program,  as  set 
forth  in  the  planning  decisions  in  the  September,  1983  MFP.   The  RPS  in 
subsequent  updates  will  serve  as  a  basis  for  discussion  of  program 
implementation,  by  allotment  as  the  Consultation  and  Coordination 
Program  progresses.   The  Coordination  and  Consultation  will  be,  and  is 
currently,  taking  the  form  of  Coordinated  Resource  Management  Planning 
(CRMP).   The  CRMP  process  is  an  allotment  specific  approach  which 
permits  participation  of  a  formal  organization  as  well  as  that  of  the 
recognized  users  and  the  general  public,  who  have  an  interest  in  the 
particular  allotment  or  general  area. 

This  effort  is  to  bring  forth  coordinated  solutions  for  resource  use 
conflicts  arising  out  of  enuniciated  objectives,  policies,  and  laws 
related  to  public  land  management.   In  addition,  present  as  well  as 
future,  management  and  development  programs  are  reviewed.   From  this 
process  coordinated  recommendations  are  made  to  the  Bureau  for  solutions 
to  conflicts,  future  management  and  development.   The  public  lands  in 
this  Planning  Area  are  administered  under  the  ephemeral  range  rule. 


The  MFP  decision  was  to  leave  48  out  of  the  49  recognized  allotments 
open  to  livestock  grazing  through  the  application  process.   It  also 
provided  for  the  closure  of  the  River  Mountain  Allotment  (area  6666)  and 
that  portion  of  the  Spring  Mountain  Allotment  lying  in  the  area 
officially  designated  as  the  Red  Rock  Recreation  Area.   Several  of  the 
other  recognized  allotments  have  not  had  any  authorized  grazing  use 
since  1977.   Some  are  designated  as"... having  no  records  of  livestock 
grazing  in  the  past...".   Several  do  not  show  the  names  of  the 
permittee(s)  as  these  records  are  not  available. 

The  rangeland  monitoring  systems  as  based  on  the  recommendations 
developed  by  the  Nevada  Rangeland  Monitoring  Task  Force,  is  the  basis 
for  making  future  adjustments  in  livestock  stocking  rates  and 
management,  as  well  as  the  relative  amount  of  use  allowed  by  wildlife 
and  wildhorses  and  burros. 

II.   Objectives  of  the  Program: 

There  are  eight  (8)  general  long-term  objectives  identified  for  the 
Grazing  Management  Program  which  would  manage,  maintain,  and  improve  the 
resource  value  rating  (RVR),  and  the  ecological  status  of  the  public 
lands. 

These  are: 

(1.)  Provide  adequate  amounts  of  ephemeral  forage  for  the  desert 
tortoises  during  the  spring  stress  period  in  the  identified  crucial 
habitat. 

(2.)  Manage  the  perennial  vegetative  resource  at  proper  utilization 
levels  to  obtain  a  sustained  yield  and  to  improve  the  present  resource 
value  rating  (RVR) . 

(3.)  Provide  sufficient  habitat  to  attain  and  maintain  reasonable 
numbers  of  bighorn  sheep. 

(4.)  Provide  water  for  wildhorses  and  burros,  and  domestic  livestock 
away  from  identified  critical  riparian  areas  which  are  presently  being 
degraded  through  overgrazing  and  trampling. 

(5.)  Design  and  implement  AMPs  or  grazing  systems  which  will  provide 
relief  from  present  grazing  use  on  nine  critical  wash  systems. 

(6.)  Manage  wildhorses /burros  at  levels  which,  over  the  long  term, 
stablize  the  existing  vegetative  community  and  increase  the  plant 
diversity. 


(7.)   Maintain  small  game  habitat  conditions  which  would  keep 
populations  as  close  to  wet-year  levels  as  possible. 

(8.)  Develop  grazing  systems  and/or  facilities  which  would  preclude 
common  use  areas  of  domestic  and  bighorn  sheep. 

III.  Management  Implementation; 

The  method  of  implementing  the  Rangeland  Management  Program  will  consist 
of: 

(1.)  Upon  application  for  a  grazing  permit  a  preliminary  field 
examination  will  be  performed  to  determine  the  availability  of  adequate 
livestock  forage.   If  adequate  forage  is  present  a  grazing  permit  may  be 
issued. 

(2.)  Permitting  grazing  by  domestic  livestock  may  be  modified,  from 
that  applied  for,  by  CRMP  recommendations,  agreements  with  the  user,  or 
grazing  decisions  based  on  the  evaluation  of  rangeland  monitoring  data. 

(3.)  The  CRMP  process  and  the  Rangeland  Monitoring  Program,  is  the 
process  being  implemented  for  the  Clark  Planning  Area.   Each  allotment 
will  be  reviewed  by  the  CRMP  Committee  initially.   Subsequent  CRMP 
Committee  reviews  will  evaluate  rangeland  monitoring  data,  provide 
recommendations  for  future  adjustments  and  management  practices  for 
livestock,  wildlife  and  wildhorses  and  burros. 

(4.)  Changes  required  in  livestock  stocking  levels,  seasons-of-use,  and 
other  management  considerations  will  be  implemented  by  grazing  decisions 
in  the  absence  of  an  acceptable  agreement. 

IV.  Priorities  For  Implementation; 

Priorities  for  the  implementation  of  the  Rangeland  Management  Program  by 
allotment,  will  be  accomplished  through  the  selective  management 
approach.   The  selective  management  system  is  based  on  the  concept  that: 

(1.)  An  allotments  resource  characteristics,  management  needs,  and 
potential  for  improvement  can  be  identified;  and  that  the  timing  and 
Intensity  of  the  management  actions  should  be  varied  according  to  an 
allotments  identified  needs  and  potential.   These  concepts  are 
implemented  by  assigning  each  allotment  to  one  of  the  three  following 
categories:   I,  M  and  C.   Briefly  the  I  Category  would  be  to  improve 
current  unsatisfactory  condition,  the  M  Category  would  be  to  maintain 
current  satisfactory  condition,  and  the  C  would  be  custodial  while 
protecting  existing  resource  values.   The  criteria  to  develop  the 
categories,  as  well  as  the  relationship  of  prioixties  in  development  and 


intensities  of  management  are  specified  in  the  Final  Grazing  Management 
Policy  (Washington  Office  Instruction  Memorandum  No.  82-292).  The  net 
result  of  the  effort  of  selective  categorization  assignments  follows:

The  process  of  categorization  of  allotments  is  the  completion  of 
component  No.  1  in  the  Final  Rangeland  Improvement  Policy  (W.O. 
Instruction  Memorandum  No.  83-27). 

The  "I"  category  allotments  will  receive  the  highest  priority  for 
development  of  intensive  grazing  management.   The  "M"  Category  will 
receive  second  priority,  while  the  "C"  Category  will  be  third,  or  the 
lowest  priority.   The  priorities  for  the  project  development  (where  BLM 
funding  is  used)  and  monitoriing  efforts  and  at  intensities  will  also 
match  in  each  category  -  i.e.  I  the  highest,  M  second  and  the  lowest 
priority  being  the  C  Category. 

Below  is  the  basis  for  determining  the  Selective  Management  Categories 
for  the  allotments  in  Table  I. 

The  following  criteria  pertains  to  the  three  identified  categories, 
although  allotments  within  each  category  will  not  have  to  meet  all  the 
criteria  to  be  managed  according  to  the  category  objectives: 

M  Category  Criteria 

.  Present  range  condition  is  satisfactory. 

.  Allotments  have  moderate  or  high  resource  production  potential, 

and  are  producing  near  their  potential  (or  trend  is  moving  in 

that  direction). 
.  No  serious  resource-use  conflicts/controversy  exist. 
.  Opportunities  may  exist  for  positive  economic  return  from  public 

investments. 
.  Present  management  appears  satisfactory. 
.  Other  criteria  appropriate  to  EIS  area. 

I  Category  Criteria 

.  Present  range  condition  Is  unsatisfactory 

.  Allotments  have  moderate  to  high  resource  production  potential  and  are 

producing  at  low  to  moderate  levels. 
.  Serious  resource-use  conflicts/controversy  exists. 
.  Opportunites  exist  for  positive  economic  return  from  public 

investments. 
.  Present  management  appears  unsatisfactory. 
.  Other  criteria  appropriate  to  EIS  area. 


C  Category  Criteria 

.  Present  resource  value  rating  (RVR) ,  nor  the  present  ecological  status 

is  not  a  factor. 
.  Allotments  have  low  resource  production  potential,  and  are  producing 

near  their  potential. 
.  Limited  resource-use  conflicts/controversy  may  exist. 
.  Opportunities  for  positive  economic  return  on  public  investment 

do  not  exist  or  are  constrained  by  technological  or  economic  factors. 
.  Present  management  appears  satisfactory  or  is  the  only  logical  practice 

under  existing  resource  conditions. 
.  Other  criteria  appropriate  to  EIS  area. 

Refer  to  Table  I  following,  for  a  tabulation  by  allotment  for  the 
following  information: 

(1.)  Kind  of  plan.   This  column  gives  the  level(s)  of  planning 
accomplished  for  the  particular  allotment;  allotment  name  and  latest 
permittee  of  record;  the  Selective  Management  Category  assigned  to  the 
subject  allotment;  present  use,  (an  average  of  the  AUM(s)  authorized  over 
the  5  year  period  of  1977-1982)  and  the  Livestock  Management  Objectives. 
There  are  instances,  for  some  allotments,  where  there  were  no  record  of 
authorized  use  during  that  period.   Therefore,  there  are  no  names  shown 
as  "operator"  nor  are  there  any  number  of  AUMs  use  shown  in  the  livestock 
present  use  and  objective  column. 

The  next  two  columns  to  the  right  deals  with  objectives  and  present  uses 
by  wildlife  and  wildhorse  and  burros. 

The  next  column  identifies  the  kind  of  studies  to  be  conducted.   This 
constitutes  the  portion  of  the  monitoring  program,  which  is  to  evaluate 
the  effectiveness  of  management  and/or  to  identify  needed  changes  in  the 
Livestock  Grazing  Program,  the  Wildlife  Program,  and  the  Wildhorse  and 
Burro  Program. 

The  next  column  provides  a  summary  of  range  improvement  projects  by  type 
and  number  of  units,  both  completed  and  planned.   Some  allotments  have 
structures  or  facilities  (Section  4,  Range  Improvement  Permits)  which  are 
not  invetoried  as  BLM  projects.   These  are  usually  financed  and/or 
installed  by  private  parties,  or  other  agencies.   In  some  instances  there 
are  springs  and  other  natural  occurring  facilities.   Where  the  excepted, 
not  BLM  inventoried  projects,  it  will  be  noted  by  footnote.   The  final 
column  shows  how  the  initial  stocking  rates  are  established  and  how  any 
subsequent  adjustments  or  changes  will  be  accomplished. 


The  next  column  provides  a  summary  of  range  improvement  projects  by  type 
and  number  of  units,  both  completed  and  planned.   Some  allotments  have 
structures  or  facilities  (Section  h,   Range  Improvement  Permits)  which  are 
not  inventoried  as  BLM  projects.

Range  improvements  identified,,  as  planned,  for  the  M  and  C  Category 
allotments  have  potential  application  for  that  specific  allotment.   The 
funding  for  these  allotments  depend  either  entirely/or  in  part  upon 
priviate  contributions,  or  other  agency  cooperation.   BLM  planned  and 
funded  rangeland  improvement  projects  will  be  programmed  on  a  priority 
basis  consistant  with  the  Selective  Management  Policy  and  the  Rangeland 
Improvement  policy. 

See  Table  I  following  for  an  allotment  specific  review  of  the  planned 
implementation  of  the  Rangeland  Program  as  it  applies  in  the  Clark 
Planning  Area.
